R epresentativ e Dwight, th e R epub­ 
lican whip, and R epresen tative Dalz.el, 
th e leader of the Republican opposi­ 
tion, ass* rt they will h ave a su b stan ­ 
tial m ajority of th e R epublican votes 
a g a in st th e reciprocity m easure 
At 
th e W hite House, how ever, it is stated 
th a t this claim is not well founded . 
T h e adm inistration forces do not claim 
to have a majority for tho bill, but 
they insist that it is a nip and tuck 
proposition, with fair prospects of the J 
p resid en t’s receiving tho endorsem ent j 
of his party us indicated by the bouse | 
vote. 
T he president is especially anxious 
that a m ajority of th e house R epub­ 
licans vote for reciprocity in order 
that th e D em ocrats m ay not be able to 
claim th at the bill passed as a strictly 
D em ocratic mea-tire. 
The president 
did not start the fight for reciprocity 
for political capital, but he is none the 
less determ ined th at th e D em ocrats 
shall not m ake political capital of it.

tiated by a Republican president, the 
D em ocrats will be able to claim little 
cred it for its enactm ent despite lite 
fact th at they supported it as a party.

son given was that if the judges were 
subject to recall they might be in- 
fluenced in their decisions by public 
opinion. 
The idea of the senate was 
that all officials except judges should 
absolutely be goveren al 
bv 
public 
opinion but that the judges should la* 
, absolutely immune from that Influ­ 
ence. 
The senate’s idea that a legislator 
during the first fifteen days of his 
se,"\ ice could make a record by w h!• h 
Ii's usefulness as a legislator could 
bo judged was ridiculous enough for 
any one familiar 
with 
legislative 
bodies is aware that the first two 
weeks of a legislative session lr de­ 
voted entirely to preliminary work 
and nothing of importance is evet. at­ 
tempted. 
On Thursday of last week this bill 
came up for consideration 
in 
the 
house. 
The representatives prompt­ 
ly amended it by including the ju­ 
diciary in tho recall leaving the per­ 
iod of recall the same for the other 
officials as in the senate bill, except 
the members of the legislature, and 
provided that the recall should apply 
to them as soon as they took their 
oath of office. 
Should such a bill as amended pass 
the senate and become a law, a sena­ 
tor or representative when he appears 
at the State capitol at St. Paul, as 
soon as lo* has taken his oath of of­ 


fice, and before he has had an oppor­ 
tunity to introduce a single bill or 
vote upon a single measure may be 
recalled and be compelled to face 
another election.
